Vishinsky Optimistic 
Belgrade, Aug. 8.—Russian 
Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Vishinsky expressed today his 
hope’ that the Danube river

Dr Scriven said that he and other 
European members of the Indian 
Medical Service were asked to retire 
when the Indian Government 
changed jn August Innt year. 

Whilst he. was a member of the 
IMS he moved frqm point to point, 
but between 1936 and 1030 he was 
employed by the Government of 
Punjab ns spectaHst In nervous 
diseases, which included insanity. 

Dr Scriven sald he first made a 
physical examination of accused 
and found he was not suffering from 
any obvious physical disability. 
After that, the examination took the 
form of questions and answers. 

Witners sald he knew about ac- 
‘cused’s mother and about his father’s 
cousin, His impression was that his 
mother had committed suicide whilst 
she was suffering from depressive 
insanity and the paternal cousin 
suffered from an attack of maniac 
insanity, Both were degrees of the 
same disease. 

The entire disease was caiied 
monine depressive insanity. At one 
end of the scale was moniac und at 
the other end depression, but the 
usuat was for mixed forms of the 
djscace occurring at the sume time or 
occurring alternately, Recovery was 
the rule und relapse was usuah 


SURVEY FIGURES 

On-the question of heredity, Dr 
Serlven said that the only survey 
that had been made was in Central 
Europe and he saw no reason why 
the figures there should not tupply 
to the rest of the world, In that 
survey it was proved that when one 
parent had this disease, the Hability 
to occur in the children was be- 
tween nine and 10 percent, that 
when oa first uncle or frst cousin 
had the disease, the Mablllty was 2.5 
percent. Combining Insanity on both 
sides ‘of the family, the Mnbility 


would be 25 percent. or one in four. 


“The present condition of the 
neeused,” Dr Seriven continued, “ds 
that he shows a slowness of speech 
and action.” That was a recoynised 
symptom of this disease. 

Asked whether, taking into con- 
sideration that accused was n muagis- 
trate before, that would have any 
beuring on it, witness snid = that 
accused’s present mental condition 


-nowhere-approximatedto_o-man of 


such previous record. It conveyed 
to ‘wllness’ ‘mind thnt accused wos 
stil suffering from. oa depressing 
phase from which he had not yet 
recovered, 

Accused was melancholy, Dr 
Scriven declared, He would quallfy 
by saying that accused was - not 
miserable about the present clr- 
cumstances In which witness found 
him, which would boo normal 
reaction, but that he was abnormally 
wretched and full of self-reproach 
for, his entire life. He was inclined 
to ‘worry about what appeared to.

PATCHY RECOLLECTION 


Mr Cilfford: In the cnse of homi- 
cidb would he, in a state of con- 
fusion, know what he was doling? 

Dr Serlven: He would be com- 
pletely oblivious of what he was 
dolng, although he might have some 
confused or patchy ‘ recollection of 
the occurrence later. 


Would that mean that at that time 
he knew what ho was doing?—No. 


Would the recollection be neces~ 
sarily carreet?—Not necessarily, i 
might or might not. 

Would he at such a time distin- 
guish right from wrong?—No. 

In cause of some knowledge, it was 
normally referred to as uncontroll- 
noble impulse, witness — sald. As 
medica} authorities differed — 80 
much, he had no personal opinion as 
to whether a person in uncontroll- 
able impulse) knew right from 
wrong.
